WAITING FOR THE SHOWDOWN 


There was a marked contrast between the friendly 
>eches and friendly greetings at the opening of the 
I Security Council session in New York and the blunt 
rds spoken by Prime Minister Attlee and his prede- 
ior, Mr. Churchill, in England on the same day. 
While President Truman carefuUy 
avoided direct 


aition of Russia in his speech (though deploring some 
Russia's tactics), both British statesmen made the 
viet government the direct target of pointed questions 
d bitter complaints. They also revealed a united Labor- 
mservative desire for revision of the permanent Secur- 
r Council members' veto power. 
Mr. Attlee expressed some familiar criticism of 
Eniliar Kremlin habits—Communist name-calling, Com- 
inist definition of democracy, and so on. Mr. Church- 
s remarks were equally frank, and somewhat more 
resting. 
He found it necessary to mention war, explaining that 
would not be possible "to conduct discussions with 
.y sense of reality at the present time without the oc- 
sional use of that odious and tragic word." 
He asked verification of the report that there are 


K) R,ed Army divisions on a war footing in Eastern 
orope. He repeated his Fulton, Mo., belief that what 
ussia wanted was not war but the fruits of war. 


Finally. Mr. Churchill offered some positive propos- 


s for British policy. Among them were the suggestions 
.at the occupation troops be withdrawn from Greece as 
on as possible, and that Britain give up the Palestine 
indate if she is unable to fulfill her pledges to the Jews. 
Those policy proposals emphasize how few seeds of 
ir-breeding discord there would be in the world today 
Russia would only adopt a policy of reasonable co- 
Deration, cease her militant seclusion, curb her attitude 
truculent nationalism, and halt the continuous attacks 
i her former allies. 


There is more important work for the United Nations 


lan hovering nervously about the Soviet delegation and 
rondering what its mood will be today. Britain certainly 
hould turn over Palestine to the UN. Foreign troops 
h.ould be withdrawn from Greece and China—and cer- 
ainly would be if Russia would declare her intentions 
nd call hsr troops home. There are oppressed and de- 
iressed peoples of the earth who need help toward inde- 
lendence and a better life. But all this must wait upon 
he brooding and mysterious directors of Soviet policy. 


This Russian attitude really asks too much of the rest 


>f the world. But complaints about Communist defam- 
tlions and catch phrases won't change it. Neither will 
idmirable restatements of admirable policies and aims, 
uch as those given recently by President Truman and 
Secretary Byrnes, however necessary they may be. 


Someday, somehow, patient and firm dealings have 


jot to extract from the Russian diplomats a frank state- 
nent of what Russia wants, and how far she intends 
.0 go to get it. The fundamental problem facing the UN 
nembers outside the Soviet orbit, particularly the United 
states and Great Britain, is how many blue chips it will 
'ake to call the Soviet government and force a show of 
ts cards, face up on the table.

flying time was 363 hours over the 26,345-mile 
route. 


1 (4) Aviation captured the popular imagina- 
tion in 1927, when one of the world's most 
famous flyers, Charles Augustus Lindbergh, 
aimed the nose of his Ryan monoplane toward j 
Paris after staggering into the air at Roosevelt j 
Field L I., under a heavy fuel load.

parts of the earth during the past 
year. 


The most important of these 


originated four miles off the coast 
of the Dominican Republic last 
Aug. 4. Juany casualties were 
caused by a resulting tidal wave, 
which swept away an entire vil- 
lage on a low coastal level. 


Of approximately 
equal im- 


portance was an earthquake April 
1 in the Aleutian Islands. This set 
up long-range tidal waves which 
were recorded on gauges in vari- 
ous parts of the Pacific basin and 
did extensive damage at Hilo, 
Hawaii.

Judging from the sketch,
